Although unable to confirm this ru­ 
mor. it is learned th at the family of 
L ieutenant Smirnoff, an officer of the 
battleship Czarevitch, last evening re­ 
ceived a telegram from him dated 
Tsingchau yesterday. 
The m essage 
contained only two words: 
“Alive 
Em braces." 
Tsingchau is 160 miles southwest of 
Chefoo in the province of S h a ftin g , 
and is at th e entrance of Kiauchau 
bay. 
The receipt of this telegram 
might be construed as partial confirm­ 
ation of the rum or that the squadron 
had reached the open sea beyond Shan­ 
tung. 
In no other way can Lieutenant 
Smirnoff’s fam ily explain the m essag * 
from Tsingchau. 
It is hardly believed that the squad­ 
ron itself put into Kiauchau, although 
some tim e ago It was reported that It 
might take refuge in this port. 
It is 
regarded as m ore likely that one of the 
torpedo boat destroyers was sent there 
■with official dispatches and filed L ieut­ 
en an t Smirnoff's telegram. 
The news of the dism antling of the 
torpedo boat Rye#hitelni at Chefoo has 
not caused surprise. 
It is understood 
th at she was deliberately sacrificed so 
that Vice Admiral Skrvdioff might be 
apprised of the departure of the R us­ 
sian vessels from Port A rthur in order 
th at 
he 
might 
start 
out 
with 
the 
Vladivostok squadron for the purpose 
of meeting them. 
It is denied at the adm iralty that the 
squadron left Port A rthur because the 
situation of the fortress was desperate 
The adm iralty authorities say it Is
